I have examined the proposals submitted by the Hampson & Fielding 
Engineering Co., Scott Supply & Tool Co., and Hendrie & Bolthoff Mfg. Co.

I find that Hampson & Fielding have followed the specifications very 
closely: Scott Supply & Tool Co., and Hendrie & Bolthoff Co. have not 
followed them so closely. But this fact does not make any material 
difference as it was impossible to follow them in regard to regulating 
device, as the manufacturers of blowers refused to change pattern to 
suit specified device. Each bidder has however, quoted upon a suitable 
substitute, and all have quoted upon the same device. In making this 
change two of the bidders, Scott Supply Co. and Hendrie & Bolthoff Co., 
have quoted on one more type of motor than was called for in our spec¬ 
ification. This we believe to be of advantage to the equipment. 

One bidder, Hendrie & Bolthoff, omitted to quote on the 14” check valve 

as specified. In the regulating device quoted this valve is not required

Two bidders, Scott Supply Co., and Hendrie & Bolthoff Co., have omitted 
to state how much time they would require to fulfill contract after 
receipt of order.

The couplete equipment, as shown on drawings and as hereinafter 
described, is to he furnished and installed oomplete and started 
in operation by the contractor. 

As shown on the drawing, there will be edghte furnaces in the 
melting room: these furauoes will be of a construction similar to 
the number ten furnace as Installed at the U.S.Mlnt, Fhila., Pa., 
and will bo so designed that a #70 black lead crucible can be 
successfully used In same. In this melting room, as also in any 
room where there will he any staok work to build, the Government 
has built or will build all staok work.

The sample taken will in no case be less than the total of one hundred (100) pounds, to be selected 
proportionally from the lumps and tine coal, in order that it will in every respect truly represent the 
quantity of coal under consideration. 

In order to minimize the loss in the original moisture content the gross sample will be pulverized as 
rapidly as possible until none of the fragments exceed £ inch in diameter. The line coal will then be 
mixed thoroughly and divided into four equal parts. Opposite quarters will be thrown out and the 
remaining portions thoroughly mixed and again quartered, throwing out opposite quarters as before.

in reply to the Director’s letter of the 9th met., relative 
to crucibles, rings, and covers, I beg to submit the following: 

Changing the wall thickness of the crucible ('’Specification 80") 
from 1-1/8" to 1-5/16" decreases the inside top diameter from y-3/4 
to 9-3/8". In his letter to you of August 2, 1912, Hr. HiIsom 
states concerning the relative size of crucible and ring that "the 
ring should project over the inside top of the crucible a little 
just enough to prevent particles of metal from falling on the top 
edge of the crucible;" and he therein suggests a projection of l/e" 
all around the inside, which would make the inside diameter of the 
ring l/4" loss than that of the crucible. So that, with a 9-3/8" 
crucible, the ring should be 9-1/8" inside. If the ring exactly 
fits the crucible, there is little danger of the metal falling on 
the top edge; but with 10" Bartley rings as now in use, a ledge of 
r 0 , 2 .1 around is presented for this undesir able 1 eoult. 

It is earnestly requested that the crucibles be made without 
the lip shown in the specification. It is necessary to file off 
the lip 30 that the quarter-slides will close snugly around the cru¬ 
cible, and filing off 30 much of the crucible weakens it and mater¬ 
ially hastens its deterioration. The Bartley covers will fit the

Referring to previous correspondence in the matter of cru¬ 
cibles I beg to advise you that it has been decided to accept 
the bid of J. H. Gautier ft Co. , for the No. 80 special cru¬ 
cibles at $2.52 each f.o.b. point of shipment. The specifica¬ 
tions have been changed in only the following instances: the 
thickness of the wall at the top of the crucible is changed 
from 1-1/8" to l-5/l6 u without changing outside bilge diameter 
(l2-13/l6“) by decreasing the thickness from the bottom to the 
top - that is, from 1-8/16*' at the bottom to 1-5/16“ at the top. 

I am not clear whether you can use the covers that have 
been accepted on the Bartley quotation for ISIS which fitted 
the Denver 80.
